The leaders of the OUN, LSKKAVSKII and STET3K0 took a trip 
there. STETSKO used documents unde/ the name of a writer, Vasiliy

the Bander ite journalist Vladyk/XENIK paid a visit to the U.S.A. 

A trip to Canada was taken by IvanScASHUBA, Chief of the SB." 

"To some of their agents, the B.N.D. gave orders to cooperate 
with other capitalist Intelligence and counterintelligence... As it 
was revealed by VERpUN, with the French counterintelligence cooperated 
Ivan ,s POPOVICH, member of the right wing of the trade union and a 
leader of the^anderites in France, Boris^S^ETUSHIIiSKIY. With the C IA 


cooperated Mikhail KQRZHAN , former ’ABWEHR' resident in the Polish 
town Sanok." (Page ?4)

The Ru ssiaiy -eml grant magazine "Novyy Znurnal", issue jj2Q for 1948, 
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published an article entitled: "Sixteenth October” by Mikhail KORSAKOV. 

The article described a panic in Moscow during 15-17 October 19^1 when the 
German troops approached Moscow, While reviewing the writings of the Soviet 
writers about the panic in Moscow in those days, MORYAKOV mentioned one 
Soviet writer, Margarita VETLIN. VJsTLIN was an American by birth and came 
to the USSR in 1932 as a tourist where she was married to Androy X YEFRHH)V’, 
a theater producer. Together with her husband and her two children, she 
was evacuated from Moscow, She wrote a book "Po russkia dorogan" about her 
experiences during the evacuation. In her book, she revealed that she was 
talking with her friend Svetlana who was the wife of a writer > Boris C5SRUYY .
